The amendment to and subsequent passage of the 
Charitable Gifts Act in no way shakes our conviction 
that the Progressive Conservative Party prostituted

The act will change the 
ownership management and distribution of the proceeds 
of the Toronto Daily Star which support the Atkinson 
foundation.
